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1. 1 refer to the statement aade by the (break Priae Mini a ter at 
the tlae of the announcement of the foraatloa of the Oeaaittee for Tree 
Albania. As you aay know, this statement was aade as a result of re- 
presentations of our Bsbassy, Athens t to the Grsek Priae Minister and 
Foreign Office with regard to the Albanian Ooaalttee. It aay also hare 
eeae to your attention that the Greek Government in the days following 
the Coaalt tee's aanounceaent has Bade a auaber of official and seai- 
effieial eeaaeats in favor of the Oeaaittee. As a result It has oocarred 
to us that it would be tlaely and appropriate for the Albanian Oeaaittee 
to aake eoae public acknowledgement of the friendly attitude of the Greek 
Government. 

2. VS would like to suggest therefore that you prerail upon the 
aeabera of the Albanian executive Co salt tee while they are under your 
control in loadoa to issue a public stateaent expressing their gratitude 
at the weleoaing stateaeats of the Greek Government, and particularly 

to that portion of the Greek priae Minister's stateaent which said that 
Greece would press aay olaias It aay hare against Albania only by peace- 
ful aeons and within the fmaewerk of the United Motions. 

3. We would also Suggest that the Executive Ooaalttee take advan- 
tage of this proposed stateaent to include eoae declaration to the effect 
that their alas for Albania include peaceful, just and haraonioue relations 
with all neighboring states. 
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
